A new book recently issued under the title “Courage For To-day” begins | 
with a little story that has a lot of meaning in it. A man gave his small 
son a very elaborate jig-saw puzzle. It had been made by tearing a map Saal 
the world into little pieces. In a short time the child reportéd that the pic- 
ture of he world was all put together. ‘How could you have done it so} 
fast?” asked the father in amazement. “Oh, it was easy,” answered the | 
child. ‘You see, there was a picture of a man on the other side When 1 
put him together, the world was put together, too.” 

Men, and parties, and governments are all trying to put this old world 
together again. The number of plans and theories and policies advocated as 
the only way in which this gigantic task can be accomplished are beyond | 
computation or classification. Speeches teem with suggestions of all kinds, 
newspaper and magazine articles flow in an uninterrupted stream from the 
printing presses, books are piled upon books, all presenting the speaker’s or 
writer’s idea of the particular thing that must be done. To-day's brilliant | 
suggestion is completely destroyed by to-morrow’s conribution until prac- 
tically all of us are in a fog. 

Men of prominence, leaders of their fellow men, change their views over 
night and to-day are found denouncing that which they vigorously upheld | 
and championed yesterday; whole nations almost in the twinkling of an eye | 
abandon policies and forms of government which for scores of years, even 
centuries, have been accepted as traditionally sound and wise. One group 
declares that mankind must retrace its steps backward to the tribal com-| 
munal state and so they declare for Communism. Another group says man | 
must be deprived of those personal liberties won by bim through centuries | 
of struggle and must be regimented, controlled and ordered like privates in 
an army and be made to surrender all hope or right to profit above a 
standard form of living which may result from his individual initiative and 
efforts, and this group declares for State Socialism. A third group holds 
these other groups to be all wrong-and adheres to the view that man is in- 
capable of self-government, that democracy is an abject failure, and that 
only a selected few are wise enough, strong enough, capable enough to 
govern and that they should take full control into their hands, and retain it | 
by force if and when necessary, and impose their will and ideas upon all 
others. They declare for Fascism and dictatorship. 

Each and all of these groups fail to recognize and learn the simple 
lesson which the small boy with his jig-saw puzzle so quickly demonstrated, 
namely, that if man himself is made right the world itself will be righted. 
Business in the hands of dishonest men will be dishonest business, and its 
mere transfer from private to governmental control, whether Democratic, 
Communist, Socialist or Fascist, will not make business honest. There has | 
been as much, if not more, graft and corruption, and just as many mistakes 
made, if, indeed, not more, under governments as there have been in public 
business. Private business has corrupted and bedevilled governments, but, 
60 too, have governments corrupted, bedevilled and destroyed private busi- 
ness and made huge and costly blunders, In fact, governments, supported, 
even driven by their people, are more responsible for the present ills of the 
world than is private business as now constituted. 

And who is responsible? Many an honest business man has been forced 
to adopt unethical, even dishonest practices, because his customers have de- 
manded it of him. The same is true of high principalled men entrusted | 
with the duties and responsibilities of government. A government adopts a 
policy in the general public interest, it imposes a tax for the necessary pur- 
poses of government, and the average man and woman cudgel their brains 
to devise ways and means of evading the tax and escaping their responsi- 
bilities. One person smuggles to escape paying Customs duties, another 
swears to a false affidavit to avoid paying a gasoline tax, still another 
“doctors” an income tax return, and so it goes. 

Completely changing the system will not effect a cure; it is man him- 
self who must change. It is the human factor that is wrong, and until it is 
made right there will contiffue to be dishonesty and wrongs no matter what 
the system may be, and the larger the degree of power placed in the hands 
of a few the greater the wrongs will be because the greater the power the | 
ote ge dl 7“ nn oe evil, and because the possession of power always 
e€ e grasping for more power regardless of th 
ie tune tis obininen.

“His Majesty The King, in response 
to a request from His Excellency the 
Governor-general, has graciously con- 
sented to the inauguration of a na- 
tional fund to commemorate the 25th 
anniversary of His Majesty's acces- 
sion to the throne.

Thousands of family parcels of 
toys were sent to settlers rehabilitat- 
ed in Ontario and Quebec by govern- 
ment and municipal back-to-the-land 
schemes, and to new homesteaders in 
Northern Saskatchewan. Heavy bulk 
shipments of toys were made by east- 
ern Scout toy shops to assist their 
brother Scouts in the West to carry 
on the good work. In _ addition, 
Scouts in the East distributed thous- 
ands of playthings among the chil- 
dren of their own districts who might 
otherwise have been overlooked. 

Toys were not the only medium for 
Scout good turns at Christmas. In 
several centres, mostly in the east- 
ern provinces, the boys conducted 
“relief barrel” campaigns. Large 
barrels were placed in grocery stores 
with signs inviting customers to pur- 
chase one extra article and place it 
in the barrel for distribution to the 
needy at Christmas. Thousands of 
hampers of food were provided in 
this manner. In one centre Boy 
Scouts sold apples on the streets and 
with the proceeds bought hampers 
for needy families. In another they 
sponsored a theatre matinee for chil- 
dren to which the price of admission 
was one article of canned food, and 
the receipts were used for Christmas 
distribution. 


Killed Mountain Lion 


Alberta Man Had Narrow Escape 
When Beast Charged 

What is presumed to be a moun- 

tain lion was killed the other day by 

Napoleon Whitford near McRae, 20 


The animal has short hair and of 
a light reddish brown color. The 
body measures close to five feet in 
length with a tail about two and a 
half feet long. The skin when 
stretched measured eight feet from 
tip to tip. 

The animal was killed with a .22 
calibre rifle, five shots being fired be- 
fore the lion was stopped. The first 
four shots merely glanced off the 
beast’s head, partly stunning it. It 
had turned on Mr. Whitford and was 
charging down on him when it was 
dropped by a bullet in a vital spot 
just behind the ear. 

A three-year-old steer which was 
killed in the vicinity the previous 
night is believed to have been 
slaughtered by the lion. Tracks of 
four other animals, similar to the 
ones made by this one, have been 
seen in the same locality. 

According to the oldest Indian 
in Ashmont, a mountain lion has 
never before been known to visit this 
part of the country. 


Married Men Live Longest 


Death Rate Shown To Be Much 
Lower Among The Benedicts 

It’s the married man—not the 
bachelor—who lives longest. 

Not only lives longest, but is less 
likely to do his living in the poor 
house, 

Professor Edwin S. Burdell, of the 
department of economics and social 
science at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, is author of those ob- 
servations—those and a few more. 

For instance, Professor Burdell 
tells us fewer married men commit 
crimes and fewer go insane. 

The death rate, he says, is much 
lower among married men than un- 
married, and the insurance risk is 
less for the married than the single. 

“Marriage is the best insurance in 
the world—insurance against crime, 
insanity, poverty, and premature 
death. The bachelor hasn't the social 
responsibility of the married man. 
As a rule, he is answerable only to 
himself. Therefore, when he is 
tempted to commit crime there is 
not the deterrent of thought of con- 
sequences.”

New Fighting Machine 


One Man Tank Developed For 
Machine Gunners

To investigate soil drifting in Al- 
berta, a committee has been appoint- 
ed by Hon. F. 8S. Grisdale, minister 
of agriculture, with the following 
personnel; 

O. 8. Longman, field crops com- 
missioner; E. L. Gray, deputy min- 
ister .of municipal affairs; Dr. F. A. 
Wyatt, professor of soils, University 
of Alberta; M. L. Freng, district 
agriculturist, Lethbridge; A. E. Pal- 
mer, Dominion experimental farm, 
Lethbridge; L.’ Koole, Monarch; Jesse 
Strang, Claresholm, and A. C. B. 
Grenville, Morrin. The last three are 
farmers who have had experience 
with soil-drifting. 

The committee is to make a thor- 
ough study of the causes, effects, and 
remedies of the soil-drift menace, 
which has worried Alberta farmers 
in recent years, and will make recom- 
mendations to the minister, advising 
methods for dealing with the situa- 
tion.

Maximum Speed Rate For Motorists 
In England To Be Thirty 
Miles Per Hour 
A maximum speed of 30 miles an 
hour for all vehicles in England after 
March 18 was ordered by the govern-

When Honey Granulates 
Sign Of Purity As Sugars 


indefinitely at ordinary room tem- 
perature. At the same time it should 
never be stored in a cellar or other 
likely damp place unless the con-! 
tainer is firmly sealed because it will 
absorb moisture and ferment, just as 
any other sugar syrup will. All Can- 
adian honey granulates sooner or 
later, depending largely upon the 
proportion of the two invert sugars— 
levu-lose (fruit sugar) and dextrose 
(grape sugar)—it contains. The 
greater the proportion of fruit sugar 
to grape sugar, the longer will the 
honey remain in liquid form. Con- 
trary to general opinion, granulation 
is not an indication of adulteration, 
but is rather a sign of purity. Gran- 
ulated honey can be brought back to 
its liquid form by standing the con- 
tainer in water and heating it to 150 
degrees Fahrenheit. A higher tem- 
perature than that is likely to darken 
the color of the honey and drive off 
aroma and flavor. 


Fish Meal For Stock 


Valuable On Account Of Mineral 
And Protein Content Animals Play Like Children 
In the field of livestock feeding 
fish meal has proven a rich source of| Most Young Ones Are Fond Of 
nutrients. It is fed particularly for “Tug-of-War” 


its protein and mineral content, and 
the percentage of these ingredients 
determines its value. There are three 
factors which have retarded the more 
widespread use of fish meal, says the 
Fish Meal and Oils Bulletin, just 
issued ‘by the Dominion department 
of agriculture, First, there is its 
rather high price in comparison with 
the price of other feeds; second, the 
lack of definite information regard- 
ing its use; and third, @ variability in 
the product, 

The feeding of fish meal has been 
confined largely to swine but it has 
also been lised successfully for dairy 
cattle, and “in a limited way for 
other livestock. Growing market 
animajs and milking cows seem best 
adapted to utilize efficiently fish 
meal and other high protein feeds 
combined with carbonaceous grains. 
Fish meal is relatively more valuable 
for rapid gains and high production 
than for maintenance. However, fish 
meal may be included to advantage 
in maintenance ration of breeding 
animals, but the percentage should 
be lower than that normally included 
in the growing ration.

Little Journeys In Science 


THE ELECTRON 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Electricity is one of man’s most 
useful servants and has added much 
to our bodily comforts. Some years 
ago scientists began to wonder as to 
the nature, of electricity. It is only 
within the last thirty years that the 
electron theory has been developed. 
In 1891, a scientist, G. Johnstone 
Stoney, suggested the name electron 
for the natural unit of electricity. The 
modern scientist believes that nega- 
tive electricity consists of electrons 
and it has been shown that it takes 
1845 electrons to weigh as much as 
one hydrogen atom, It is usually con- 
sidered by scientists that matter is 
granular and electrical in nature. 
There is very convincing evidence to 
prove that the hydrogen atom is 
made up of one positive electron 
called a proton and one negative 
electron, which is usually called the 
electron. 

What is called an electric current 
is now believed to be simply a flow 
of electrons through a wire; and it is 
considered that good conductors of 
electricity such as gold, silver and 
copper, have a good many electrons 
loosely held. In the case of non- 
conductors, it seems that there are 
few free electrons. 

When a glass rod is rubbed with 
silk, the negative charge taken on by 
the silk is due to the fact that some 
free electrons are rubbed off the 
glass; while the glass, having lost 
electrons, takes on a positive charge. 
In general, it is assumed that a neu- 
tral body takes on a positive charge 
when it loses electrons, and a nega- 
tive charge when it gains electrons. 

Lightning can also be explained by 
means of the electron theory. Elec- 
trons, or charged molecules of air, 
serve as nuclei around which mois- 
ture of the air may condense. In 
time the droplets grow in size until 
they fall as rain-drops, and it ap- 
pears that they carry down large 
numbers of stray electrons, the final 
result being that a very great poten- 
tial is developed, followed by the pas- 
sage or a “bolt’’ between the cloud 
and the earth.

400 Members 

With the slogan, “Cheap Flying 
For The Masses,” the Northampton- 
shire Aviation Club reported at the 
opening of its clubhouse recently at 
Sywell, England, that its plan is a 
success. It has more than 400 mem- 
bers, the majority being small mer- 
chants and artizans. The subscrip- 
tion is $6.25 a year and the club 
finance instructions to the extent of 
$5 an hour, providing the student 
gets his flying license within eight 
hours. The club is expected to be- 
come the largest civil aviation organ- 
ization in the country.

Golden text: “Wherefore let him 
that thinketh he standeth take heed 
lest he fall.” I. Corinthians 10:12. 

Lessons: Mark 14:12-27.

Explanations And Comments 


Poter’s Over-confidence In His Lov- 
altv to His Lord, verses 27-31. Jesus 
sald to the disciples, “You will all be 
disconcerted [Moffatt's translation] 
for it is written [a free adaptation of 
Zechariah 13:71, I will smite the shep- 
herd and the sheen shall be scattered 
abroad.” “The quotation is intended 
to alleviate the scandal of the dis- 
ciples’ conduct, bv showing that it 
was foretold” (Dummelow). The 
Shepherd was smitten, and the sheep 
were scattered—all the disciples fied. 
Peter and John (Jn. 18:15) followed 
afar off. 

Confidently and boastfully Peter 
exclaimed, “Although all shall be 
offended, yet will not I.” “Peter 
sinned in three wavs at once,” eX- 
plains the ancient writer Euthymius: 
“(1) in contradicting the prophet and 
the Christ, (2) in placing himself 
above the rest, (3) in trusting in him- 
self alone, and not in the help of 
God.”

An Outstanding Tragedy 


World Remembers Collapse Of Tay 
Bridge In 1879 

There have been a few outstand- 
ing tragedies in the world’s history 
which have photographed themselves 
on men’s minds so that neither time 
nor circumstances seem able to 
obliterate them. The Lisbon earth- 
quake, the last day of Pompell, the 
loss of the Titanic, these are in- 
stances of them. What happened this 
night in 1879 is yet another. 

It is one of those stories which are 
quickly told yet leave much to the 
imagination. The necessary facts to 
bring it to the mind, to conjure up 
the horror of it, are few indeed. We 
need only to know that in 1878 the 
first great bridge over the River Tay, 
in Scotland, was built. It was nearly 
two miles long, had 84 spans, and 
was 90 feet high. One of the won- 
ders of the world at that time, it was 
destined to stand but a few months. 
As this night in 1879 the sun went 
dowh in a wreck of scattered clouds. 
There was a high wind which in- 
creased in velocity till it blew with 
tremendous force, sweeping up the 
river at incredible speed. 

In the blackness of that terrible 
night a train with its human freight 
rushed across the bridge, but never 
reached the other end. In an instant 
13 of the great spans were lifted 
bodily, swayed a moment over the 
black waters of the river, and then 
crashed with the train and all who 
were in it. 

Out of time into eternity they 
went. The world shuddered. So, at 
that great price, was bought the 
knowledge whereby a stronger bridge 
was built.—-Ottawa Journal, Dec. 28.

U. FA. WANT A 
FEDERAL SYSTEM 
OF SOCIAL CREDIT 


Calgary.— Recognizing demands for 
social credit principles, the annual 
convention of the United Farmers of 
Alberta asked the Alberta govern- 
ment to engage Major C. H. Douglas, 
English economist, as financial ad- 
viser with a view to establishing a 
federal system of social credit. 

A start was made on drawing up 
a declaration of principles as a plat- 
form for the Alberta general elec- 
tions, which must be held this year. 
Written into the principles were 
equalization of taxation, refunding 
capital debts of the province and 
municipalities, reduction in interest 
rates and use of influence and co- 
operation to effect nationalization of 
the Bank of Canada, a new monetary 
system under public control and a 
national system of short term and 
intermediate credits. 

Identifying Major Douglas as the 
“foremost authority upon the system 
of social credit,” the convention 
recommended definite work which 
Major Douglas would undertake. Pre- 
viously the convention had rejected 
by overwhelming vote a proposal to 
make the social credit plan sponsored 
by William Aberhart, Calgary school 
principal, a part of its program. 

As “consulting engineer in the 
matter of social reform,’ Major 
Douglas, if the Alberta government 
follows the recommendation, will be 
brought to Alberta to: 

1. Advise the government to what 
extent his proposals are practical 
within provincial jurisdiction, and 
to state what helpful initiatory steps 
might be established within the prov- 
ince. 

2. Prepare plans for consideration 
with a view to the possibility of their 
introduction in the federal parlia- 
ment. 

On the advice of Robert Gardner, 
M.P. for Acadia and president, the 
social credit resolution was not in- 
corporated in the declaration of prin- 
ciples but passed as a separate reso- 
lution. It was introduced by William 
Irvine, M.P. for Wetaskiwin. “This 
will be the issue of the next Alberta 
election,” declared Mr. Irvine. 

The convention voted approval of 
the actions of Hon. H. H. Stevens, 
former federal cabinet member, in 
the mass buying and price spreads 
probe. It asked for a standard grade 


;for manufactured products, bearing 


the stamp of the federal government.

More Canadian 
Hides Being Used 


Kighty-Eight Tanneries In Dominion 
Supplied Last Year 

The old saying “There's nothing 
like leather” might appropriately be 
used by Canadian agriculture which 
in 1983 supplied 88 tanneries in the 
Dominion with hides and skins to, be 
turned into leather for boots, shoes, 
harness, gloves, coats, trunks, hand- 
bars, pocket-books, and patent 
leather, With reference to the last 
mentioned item, an interesting de- 
velopment of Canada’s international 
trade in recent years is that Canada 
stands first in the British market 
with her supply of patent leather. 
Another notable point is that the 
skins and h'des from Canadian 
farms are used to a greater extent 
in Canadian tanneries than those of 
foreign origin, Canadian cattle hides 
representing 72 per cent. of the total 
of that kind used in 1933. 

The weight of the cattle hides in 
all amounted to 63,867,012 pounds; 
that of calf and kip skins to 12,510,- 
117 pounds, and that of pickled skins 
to 3621303. Year by year, more 
Canadian cattle hides are being saved 
to the farmer through the efforts of 
the Dominion, provincial and loval 
agricultural authorities in stamping

Province Being Modernized 


Remote Area In China Adopts New 
Transportation Methods 

Modern methods of transportation 
and communication are gradually 
being introduced into the far-off 
province of MHsikang, in western 
China between Szechuan and Thibet, 
according to letters from mission- 
aries stationed in Tachienlu, some- 
times called “The Gateway to Thi- 
bet.” 

Already several wireless stations 
have been established at strategic 
points in the province and have 
proved to be of immense value, both 
to the authorities and to merchants. 
Exporters of wool, musk and other 
products of this region are able to 
communicate directly with their 
agents in Shanghai, Peiping and even 
with agents in India, regarding prices 
and the general state of export mar- 
kets. 

Among modern methods of com- 
munication being encouraged are the 
post-offices which are being estab- 
lished in all the larger towns. Sev-. 
eral expeditions have been sent to 
survey possibilities of road building, 
but the mountainous regions and the 
height of the various passes—the 
lowest pass between Batang and

Recalls Hard Journey 


Calgary Man Walked To West Sixty 
Years Ago 

c. J. “Con” Duggan, at 90, recalls 
how he walked to western Canada 
from northern Ontario 60 years ago. 

Wading through creeks and mus- 
keg, tormented by blackflies and mos- 
quitoes and practically without food, 
he arrived at Fort Garry, now Win- 
nipeg, 29 days after leaving Thunder 
Bay, at the head of the lakes. 

He travelled the “Dawson route,” 
made famous by Col. Wolseley’s 
journey to quell the Red river rebel- 
lion in 1870, and used only once after 
Duggan’s historic journey. He still 
has the ticket for which he paid $10. 
On it is inscribed: 

“Red river route, No. 241, depart- 
ment of public works, Canada. De- 
pot: Thunder Bay, L.S., June 17, 
1874. 

“Good to C. J. Duggan for one 
passage from Thunder Bay to Fort 
Garry. (Signed) M. J. Carpenter 
and Co.” 

The party, consisting of 26 persons, 
had two teams and wagons, but this 
means of transportation was only 
sufficient for their baggage. 


Value Of Good Reading 


Character Of Children Formed By 
Properly Selected Books 

The children’s library is a_ safe- 
guard against many undesirable at- 
tractions offered to juveniles, Canon 
Allan P. Shatford said in an address 
at Montreal, The “funnies” and the 
films had their place, the speaker de- 
clared, but the child brought up on 
these would never develop the type 
of personality fostered by the read- 
ing of properly selected books.
